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Energy Problem Is Soluble 


Kissinger Urges Cut in Oil Consumption 


CHICAGO 
(UPI) 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said Thursday the 
energy crisis is grave but 
soluble. He urged industrial 
nations to cut oil con­ 
sumption and develop new 
energy sources. 
“TTie full brunt of the 
petrodollar flood is yet to 
come. If current economic 
trends continue, we face 
further 
and 
mounting 
w orldw ide 
sh o rtag e s, 
unemployment, poverty and 
hunger,” Kissinger warned. 
The solution, Kissinger 
said, 
depends 
on 
“ in­ 
ternational 
collaboration. 


particularly 
among 
the 
industrial nations of North 
America, Western Europe 
and Japan.” 
W ithout that collaboration, 
he warned, the world may 
lace “social conflict 
and 
political turmoil,” and the 
possibility that “new ten­ 
sions will engulf the world 
just when the antagonisms of 
two decades of the cold war 
have begun to diminish.” 
He urged oil-consuming 
nations to form a united 
front 
to 
reduce 
their 
vulnerability to erude-oil 
diplomacy of oil producers. 
“The heart of our ap­ 
proach 
must 
be 
collaboration among the 
consuming nations. No one 
else will do the job for us,” 
he said. 
Kissinger called on 
in­ 
dustrial nations to cut oil 
consumption by J million 
barrels daily by the end of 
1975 and to speed develop­ 
ment of new energy sources. 
He 
said 
the 
world’s 
economic security must be 
strengthened by cooperative 
arrangements to “safeguard 
the international financial 
system.” 
He also urged financial 
assistance to pool- nations 
unable to pay oil bills and 
facing starvation. And he 
called for a conference 
among oil-producing and oil- 
consuming 
nations 
to 
achieve long-term stability 
on the basis of lower prices. 
Terming the financial 
strain of high prices the most 
serious, immediate problem 
fa c in g

countries, Kissinger said the
